Th^  reparation  experts'  report  pro^ 

vidcs  lor  a  new  r.erman  Rank  of 
Issue,  and  it  is  to  be  a  sterling  bank, 
not  a  gold  bank.  In  other  words,  it  is 
the  Knvrlish  pound  that  is  to  be  the 
basis  of  value  of  the  issticd  currency, 
which  means  the  displacement  of  the 
dollar  standard  that  has  been  in 
favor  ill  Germany  since  the  War 
Thus  the  poimd  aterling  is^  replaced 
in  its  pre-war  pre-eminence.  Needless 
to  say.  the  .Americans  who  took  part 
in  the  reparations  investigations 
argued  iif  favor  .1  .t  ^  Id  baaia  for 
the  currency.  .Ml  the  Kuropean  ex- 
perts, however,  were  against  estab- 
tithing  a  gold  bank  in  Germany,  for 
the  simple  reason  that  the  nations 
which  they  repre^eBt  have  not  a  gold 
basts.  The  .Americans  were  forced  to 
concede  the  point  The  meanins;  of 
what  h*s  happened,  provided  the 
reparations  report  is  nltinuitely 
adopted,  is  that  C.erman  financial 
transactions  will  centre  hereafter  in 
London  instead  of  in  New  York. 
L'mdon  will  thus  become  both  the 
financial  and  the  trade  clearing  house 
for  Germany.     This,  it  it  attnmtd, 

will  increase  the  commandin;^  posi- 
tion which  Britain  now  enjoys  in 
world  trade. 


It  may  be  be^^usc  of  the  late 
Pretident  Wilton's  policy  of  self- 
determination,  which  touched  the 
chord  of  independence  throughoift 
the  world,  or  it  may  be  because  dem- 
ocracy has  not  yet  been  made  safe  for 
humanity  that  there  arc  bad  boys 
among  the  nations  in  thete  latter 
days.
